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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The Applicants' amendment filed on August 3, 2005 was received. Claims 
1 and 9-17 are deleted. Claims 2 and 5 are amended. Now, Claims 2-8 and 18-21 
are pending. 

2. Claim rejection(s) under 35 USC 1 12 in the previous Office Action (Paper 
No. 052805) is/are removed. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office Action (Paper No. 052805). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. Rejections of Claims 5-6 and 8 under 35 USC 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Miller (US 3 741 435) and, alternatively, Nishihara (JP 08-325276) are maintained 
because the rejections are adequately set forth in paragraphs 5-6 of Paper No. 
052805. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The focus argument related to the core patentability is discussed 
below. 
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For Applicants' argument (Remarks, page 7, 2 nd paragraph from bottom), as 
mentioned in the previous Office action, Miller's or Nishihara's fillers of silica, 
silica gel, etc. are well known to contain SiO^ units. For example, Polmanteer 
(US 4 418 165) teaches that a silica filler contains Si0 4 /2 units. Note that 
Polmanteer is cited here merely to show the presence of Si0 4/2 units in a silica 
filler. 

5. Claim 7 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

None of Miller and Nishihara teaches or fairly suggests the specific R 8 set 
forth in claim 7. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 2-4 and 18-21 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present claims are allowable for at least the following reason(s) over the 
closest references: Miller and Nishihara. 
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None of these references teaches or fairly suggests a) at least some of the X 
groups being triorganosilyl groups set forth in Claims 2-3; b) the polymer 
containing the units of Oi/ 2 SiR 4 R 5 R 6 having at least one organic group containing 
chloromethylphenylethyl set forth in Claims 4; and c) the polymer containing the 
units of both Oi/aSiR^COOH and 0 1/2 SiR 1 2 R 2 COOR 3 set forth in Claims 18-21.
